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SOME MUCH NEEDED TREASURY REFORMS 
By FRANK M. HUSTON 


What shall be done to bring the expenditures of the federal government 
within the income and to put it upon a firmer financial basis than at present 
exists? 

This is a problem that must be worked out within the next few years, if 
we are not to be confronted by a continually recurring deficit. Whether 
Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh undertakes to work out these important 
financial reforms, which so vitally effect not only our government but busi- 
ness interests as well, because there are too closely interlinked not to be 
affected by developments unfavorable to the other, or leaves the permanent 
solution of the Treasury situation to a future secretary, does not lessen the 


fact, that is apparent, that something must be done to check extravagance 
in our national government. 


. Present Problems Are Very Complicated 


“» The present situation, so far as our government finances are concerned, 

are likely to give-the new’secretary of the treasury enough trouble, at least 

for the present, without undertaking the more colossal-task of re-modeling 

_ ar finances in.so-far as they relate to the handling of the expenditures of the 

government. Such a‘task would.be certain.to bring down upon tife head of 
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the treasury department the combined criticism and opposition of politician 
and office holder and those who take the position that the department 
methods as originally installed, no matter how antiquated they may have 
become, must not be disturbed. 


Some Colossal Things We Have Undertaken. 


It is true that the existing system worked very well under old conditions, 
but we have outgrown it. We have taken our place as a world power and 
our expenditures have increased correspondingly. We have undertaken the 
colossal task of paying for the construction of the Panama Canal, and we 
have reached out and taken control of the Philippines and the Porto Rico 
and we have assumed the position of god-father to Cuba and all this has added 
tremendously to the cost of our government. At present we have a treasury 
deficit approaching $90,000,000 and it continues to grow. We have been con- 
fronted with a deficit in previous periods of depression and have come out of 
it in good shape. With ovr enormous natural resources we will wipe out this 
deficit in time but at what cost? Two plans have been suggested: A further 
issue of the Panama bonds is one and the restoration of some of the old war 
revenue taxes is another. Either one is certain to bring criticism but the 
government is confronted by a condition not a theory. It is argued that it is 
right that posterity should help bear the burden of the cost of the Panama 
Canal, and with a good deal of justice because the benefits of that waterway 
will be reaped by future generations. 


Is the Present System a Wise One? 


But is it a wise treasury system that makes it necessary to put out enor- 
mous issues of bonds in times of peace to tide the government through a 
period of depression and treasury deficits? Added to the present complica- 
tions in the treasury situation is the disturbance of income both in the internal 
revenue and customs. A new revenue law will soon go into effect and this 
naturally will require time to make its inforeement run smoothly. The wave 
of temperance and prohibition which has swept over the country has seriously 
impaired its internal revenues. 

System Leads to Enormous Waste 

Under such a condition of affairs an ordinary up-to-date business man 
would curtail his expenses and bring them as nearly within his revenue 
as possible and unquestionally this is what Secretary MacVeagh would do 
had he the power but unfortunately he has not. The power conferred upon the 
Secretary of the Treasury limits his actions to the transmission of estimates 
‘of the needs of the various departments of government as they come from 
the heads of the respective departments. He furnishes no estimate of his own 
excépting for the treasury department. This places the responsibility for all 
appropriations directly upon ¢ongress. In other large countries the legisla- 
tivé body has a budget made up by the minister of finance from estimates 
stibmitted by departments as a guide; not so in this eountry and as a fesult 
we find little opposition to appropriations of vations kinds. 
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The result of all this is an enormous waste of money. Would it not be 
better if our Secretary of the Treasury was clothed with the authority given 
by other countries to the minister of finance in matters of this kind and made 
the responsible head of our finances, placing him in a position where his 
recommendation would carry great weight with the appropriation committees 
of congress? 

If such a concern as the United States Steel Corporation were to adopt 
the haphazard methods of making appropriations as has been in use at Wash- 
ington for many years how long would it be before that company would find 
itself in dire straits with it credit seriously impaired? 


Reform Suggested Not a Popular One 


Advocacy of such reforms as are suggested here is not popular with the 
politician because it effects the amount of appropriations he is able to get for 
his district and it unquestionably would cut down the number of jobs at his 
disposal. It is not popular with the great masses because they know little 
or nothing about it, largely from the fact that only in times of depression 
when we have a treasury deficit are these matters seriously called to their 
attention. But the bankers of the country who are in closer touch are or 
should be vitally interested. 


Need Pointed Out by Big Bankers 


Only recently the National City Bank of New York in a cireular which 
undoubtly was dictated by its president Frank A. Vanderlip, who it will be 
recalled was Assistant Secretary of the Treasury under Lyman J. Gage and 
is thoroughly conversant with the needs of the government, called attention 
to the imperative need of reforms in our government finances and of 2 
national budget. In an article recently in the Chicago Evening Post, former 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, Robert B. Armstrong, now president of 
the Consolidated Casualty Company called attention to the same thing. 

Under the formula followed in Washington by the various branches of 
government, although they probably would not admit it, the course usually 
followed in making up an estimate of the requirements in the way of appro- 
priations is: Figure out what you think you need, multiply this by two and 
take what you can get from congress. Anyone familiar with the scenes sur- 
rounding the committees during the consideration of any appropriation bill 
by any legislative body can understand what a scramble takes place. 


Tiustration of Waste of Money Resulting 


An illustration of the waste of money that results from such a system 
may be found in the annual reports of the Secretary of the Tréasufy. Hete 
Will be found a table prepared originally by Assistant Setretary of the Treas- 
ury Armstfong, upon which he based 4 recommendation for 4 curtailment of 
etpénditures in 1905, and brought down to date by the more recént tfeasuty 
officials, showing the cost to the govefnmenit to collect one dollar in the Cus- 
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tom’s branch of the service. Probably the most striking item is the cost 
in the Eastern Customs district of Maryland at Crisfield. In this Customs 
district there are two employees involving an expenditure by the government 
of $2,651.31. The revenue collected from this office was exactly sixty cents, 
entailing a cost of collection at the rate of $4,418.85 for each dollar collected. 
At Tuckerton, N. J., it cost $375.48 to collect $1.20. At Cairo, IIL, it eost 
$401.70 to collect $10, or at the rate of $40.17 for each dollar. At Elizabeth 
City, N. C. the cost of collecting $5.70 was at the rate of $496.39 per dollar. 
At Sag Habor, N. Y., the rate of cost per dollar for collecting $4.13 was 
nearly $198.34. At Coos Bay, in southern Oregon, it cost the government 
$154.90 for each of the $10 collected. At Vicksburg, Miss., it cost the govern- 
meut at the rate per dollar of $454.54 for the $1.20 collected. At York, Me., 
it cost at the rate of $144.72 per dollar for the $2.50 collected. 


Points Out Where a Saving Could Be Made 


Oi course, these government employees do other work than attend to these 
small collections but the point is, as was clearly stated by Mr. Armstrong in 
his recommendations for a consolidation of these smaller and expensive Cus- 
toms districts that a tremendous savings could be brought about. This 
recommedation was submitted to congress by Secretary of the Treasury Shaw, 
who called attention to the fact that in 1905 the number of ports at which 
the customs expenses exceeded the receipts had increased and also that there 
were ten ports in that year at which not a cent of revenue was collected. But 
the recommendation simply served to stir up ill feeling against the treasury 
department, probably for no other reason than that it cut down the number 
of available jobs. It is the old story that ‘‘Uncle Sam”’ is rich and he can 
afford to pay the bills. 


What of the Other Branches of Government 


If such a state of affairs exists in the Treasury Department in face of the 
protests of ‘the head of that department how much more likely is it that 
similar or even more striking illustrations of extravagances exist in other de- 
partments, where the heads are not.charged with the responsibility of pro- 
viding funds but are concerned only with the expenditure of such money as 
they can get through.congress. 


War Taxes and Bonds Only Makeshifts 


While the restoration of the old war tax on beer and telegrams and even 
checks or the other alternative the issuance of more Panama Canal bonds 
may put the treasury finances in shape to meet the government. expenditure 
until industrial conditions and imports reach a point where they will provide 
enough funds for the legitimate. needs.of the government, yet it must be ap- 
parent to anyone who studies the treasury situation that these are mere make- 
shifts and that the time must come. in the near future where some official in 
the.executive department .of the government must. have the responsibility of

making recommendations regarding appropriations and of paring estimates 
to bring the expenditures within the receipts. Of course; congress even then 
will have the final voice in the matter but, with a ¢arefully prepared budget 
pearing the indorsements and the recommendations of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, of the minister of finance or whatever he may be called, confronting 
them, the members of congress will be less prone than under present con- 
ditions to make appropriations where money is actually wasted or where 
good business judgment would not justify the expenditure. 
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RELATION OF THE FARMER AND THE BANKER 
By CHARLES W. STEVENSON 


In the complexity of our affairs there are no more important figures than 
the farmer and the banker. We might say that the latter is one of the ex- 
erescences of commerce; that he by means of interest, is a usurer; just as 
we say that rent is robbery. But it is not so. The language needs only to be 
written down to defeat itself. The banker is one of the most useful and one 
of the most beneficent factors in commerce. And yet it may be doubted if the 
farmer fully realizes the help the banker is to him, and the necessity he is in 
the great system of exchange which is the basis of our civilization. 

As we have remarked’elsewhere one of the first requisites to a completer 
harmony in our industrial effort is a recognition on the part of the individual 
factors of the worth of each in the scheme of production and distribution. 
Let us look for a moment at what the banker does. 


Important Part Played by the Banker 


The banker actually produces nothing. And yet by the system which he 
creates and maintains he creates all things. He actually exchanges. no kind 
of products ,and yet by means of the bills which he issues the products of the 
antipodes are traded one for the other. He buys and sells nothing, and yet 
by the means of the medium of exchange which he issues, the bank draft, to 
say nothing of the coin and notes that he uses, he buys and sells all man’s in- 
dustry in every part of the world and in the streets of the smallest village. 
The banker lends his power to no sort of industry by engaging in it directly. 
Yet by means of credit he fosters every new enterprise that the mind of man 
tan conceive. And by means of this he does the larger part of the financial 
business of the world. 


Banker and Farmer Now Friendly 


If the farmer does not think of these things he may be prone to listen 
to the demagogue who on the hustings awakens his prejudice against the so- 
talled money-shark. But it is well always to look on the larger aspects of 
life and effort that we may better understand those which are near to us. 
Vou. XXXVIII—No. 4—3 ~ 
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Neither the farmer nor the banker are isolated figures in the world’s economy, 
They are both in touch with all men. And they both will prosper together 
if they will be friends. It is not necessary more than to mention this fact. 
For the animus of the days of the money eraze is gone from the country, and 
today the farmer is the one who respects the financier. 


When the Banker is Useful to the Farmer 


But noting these larger aspects of the banker’s work and worth we are 
made aware that some of the slight charges which he imposes on us are 
but a legitimate part of his‘ trade and are well worth all they cost us. 
Take the matter of a draft. Say the amount is over a thousand dollars 
and running into odd cents. The banker will enable the farmer to send this 
amount of money by this means to any point of the world with absolute safety 
and for such a cost as is insignificant compared with the expense were there 
no way but to gather the money together and send it. It may be that this 
occurs but once a year, and so perfected is the system that if the draft is to 
be sent anywhere in the country in which it is issued, and the farmer is a 
customer of the banker the cost will probably be nothing. In the same way 
when the farmer sells his cattle or his corn at a distant market he can pro- 
eure a draft which will take the money to his own home depository with ab- 
solute safety and that dispatch which is measured by the flight of the mail 
trains. 


In so many ways is the banker useful to the farmer that it would be merely 
a waste of time to enumerate them. 


Positions Occupied by the Farmer 


Again, it may be doubted if the banker in these reciprocal relations rea- 
lizes the true worth of the farmer in our domestic economy. He is perhaps 
apt to think of him as a substantial citizen, a good kind of customer for the 
bank, and a producer of the cereals which are the staples of the country. But 
does he think that it is the unceasing industry of the farmer that makes the 
wheels go for every other kind of business which is done over the land? Does 
he think that the famine which would ensue from the loss of one crop, com- 
plete loss, would bankrupt every merchant in the country who was doing busi- 
ness on credit and so curtail the banking business that there would be practi- 
eally no profit in it? Does he think that the farmer is the primary producer 
of all wealth? That if it were not for his energy, his tireless endeavor, and the 
soil which he cultivates there would be no basis or value to any kind of capital 
in the land? 

Does he think that it is upon the basis of his labor that the manufactories 
run and the merchants import? Does he realize wide as is his view of the 
relations of traders that the farmer is the great exporter of our country and 
makes it possible for us to have the products of the looms of the east, the 
gardens of the south, and the gold of the north, to come to our delight ana 
benefit? It is doubted if he does. And yet if he were to think in his trans- 
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actions of this sturdy figure of the great Mississippi Valley as the strong arm 
of the Republic would he not strive to give to him the benefit of all his know- 
ledge of intricate finance and respect him as a citizen all the more. Would 
he not feel that in the farmer the state has its best representative because he 
is attached to the soil, and not only must pay the tax which is affixed to the 
soil but must pay on that property which is the overplus of other forms of 
labor. 


Banker Furnishes Sinews to Transport Crops 


Thinking of the worth of these two classes will give greater respect for 
the individuals of each. And with this respect must come a pleasanter rela- 
tion than has heretofore existed and a more profitable one. The merchant 
stands as the distributor but the banker is the man who furnishes the means 
of transportation. It is money as well as the railroads that move the crops. 
And it is the peculiar mission of the banker to create money. When he does 
this he has it ready for the use of the farmer, who when it has performed its 
mission gives it back into the possession of the maker that it way again do the 
work for which it was called into being. So that looked at from this point 
of view the banker is indispensable to the farmer and is his friend notwith- 
standing the recent cries of the consumer to do away with all factors between 
the producer and the consumer. 


Farmer Adds Stability to a Community . 


In the same way the farmer may be more or less useful not only to the 
stability of the capital of the country but to the enterprise and push of all 
other industries. The reality of wealth as we have said is that which is con- 
sumed and exported. We often think only of the exports. But what is 
consumed is given for the labor of other men in all the arts of life. So that 
itis not as an exporter that the farmer best benefits the industry and culture 
of the country. True here is a balance of trade that is worth working for. 
But it is by a diversity or products which give health and pleasure to the in- 
dividval consumer that the farmer gains something to pay the other laborers 
with and receive in return their products. Thus education is paid for with 
the apples the farmer raises as well as with the corn he grows. And this pay- 
ing at home gives to our own people a better life than if the surplus over the 
bare necessities were exported. We eat ourselves rich at home. 


How Effort and: Productiveness Are Broadened 


And not the least of the movers in this system is the banker. He it is 
who welds the mass of effort into one great whole which we eall civilization. 
And so it is that the farmer becomes a benefactor by studying the nature and 
value of his crops to the people among whom he has to live. For when the 
element of mind is taken into consideration we can grow any thing we want 
in our own land. We have the brains as well as the soil. And the diversity 
of crops and a more intensive farming is not only the outlook of the future, 
but it is the duty of the farmer who thinks at all of the great economic value 
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of his effort. To make two blades of grass grow where one grew before is 
to do good, but to make two kinds of crops to grow where one grew before is 
better. 

And in the same way it is the duty of the banker to afford to the farmer 
every facility that may be for the doing of his peculiar kind of work. He is 
to make the burdens of the credit which he uses to lay on him as lightly as 
possible. He is above all to make his money on deposit safe beyond all perad- 
venture. He is to aid him with his view of the world of prices, because his 
view is of necessity larger and wider. He is to be to him a helper in all 
things. And never fail to give him the respect which belongs to his occupa- 
tion as well as to his own character and personality. 


One Represents Stability of Property; the Other of Capital 


The farmer represents the stability of property and the banker the 
stability of capital. These two factors are the stability of the commerce of 
the world. They are the foundation of all progress. They are the basis of 
our growth. They support the social and political structure which is super. 
imposed above them. They should act in harmony on all public questions, 
and together give dignity and worth to society. 


One Is Essential to the Other 


This is not to minimize the work and worth of any other class or vocation. 
But in our social life the farmer and banker acting together can show us 
much that is worth while. In the business of each there is unfailing honesty 
and industry. There is also thrift and economy. There is when we take into 
account the real usefulness of each of them, an element of dignity which gives 
distinction to employment. The banker does not dare to engage in the diver- 
sions of the frivolous rich. The farmer does not find it compatible with his 
work to follow the idle ways of the fashionable. Each type represents that 
strength without which no society can prosper. For it is not by the fairs and 
follies of the class who are trying to squeeze the orange of life dry that we 
reach a plane of good living for all. It is by prudence and toil and an ideal 
that includes comfort and independence as prerequisites to leisure and pleas- 
ure. And in the rapid changes of our commercial endeavors, one is rich today 
and another tomorrow. 


Banker Should Live Earnestly But Plainly 


But after it is all computed and the lives of all are gone and a new gene?- 
ation comes on the scene it is found that the wealth and the impetus remain, 
and this comes from those who live earnestly though plainly. And while it 
is nature with the farmer to do so it is business with the banker to do 80. 
For he must not live higher than the average of those with whom his lot 
in life is cast, and out of whose favor he conducts his own peculiar business. 
Under our banking system therefore the country banker is one of the stable 
factors determining the status of society. He represents that medium whieh 
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contains the essence of what we may term respectability and the true aristoc- 
racy which counts the farmer as one of the best types of our social life. 
For these reasons there should be complete harmony of feeling and endeavor 
between the two. 


Both Are Pillars of Political Strength 


It is the same with reference to our republic. The farmer and banker are 
pillars of our political strength as a nation of workers. True there are few 
bankers in comparison to the number of farmers. But the intimate relations 
of the banker with his depositors make him a factor to be counted in any 
political crisis. The fact that these two have to do with the whole of the com- 
merce of the country as we have herein outlined makes them influential in 
determining what is right in our body polite. For more and more is govern- 
ment becoming a theory as to how to live by labor. It is more and more be- 
coming the arbiter of the rights of man in the race for a competence and in 
the battle for wealth. Under an individualistic system the main thing is to 
guaranty to each the right to gain his living by the toil of his own hands in 
his own way to preserve to him the right of a free iniative without allowing 
this to crowd the unfortunate into the almshouse. On the other hand the very 
property and capital which the farmer and banker hold against the world 
are believed by the socialists to be the root of all our poverty and degrada- 
tion. 


What Is Good for These Two Classes Is Good for All 


So that when the banker and the farmer, after due consideration, individu- 
ally and collectively come to any conclusion with the regard to our policies as 
a government, such a policy may be set down as the best possible for the whole 
people. For the policy under which these two can live and agree is good for 
the whole mass of whatever vocation. Constantly there are coming to the 
front questions for solution. If they meet a solution at the hands of these 
factors in our working world, it must be true that the best way has been 
found, counting their character into the computation. And it is not to be 
believed that either of these men is lacking in ability. For with plain living 
there goes always the high thinking which will solve all our problems.

HISTORY OF BANKING AT NATIONAL CAPITAL

Seven years before the District of Columbia became the seat of govern- 
ment, the Bank of Columbia was chartered by act of the Maryland assembly 
and began business in a building on the north side of Bridge street, George- 
town. For years it was a conspicuous institution, the pride and envy of 
early bankers, for it enjoyed the unique privilege of having a branch in the 
Treasury building, the ambition of many an institution and since the dream 
of many a financier. 

It was not until 1814 that the bank gave up its quarters, a disappointed 
politician saying that the burning of Washington at that time by the British 
was a blessing in disguise in that it smoked the branch of Columbia out of 
the Treasury. True it left, presumably for Georgetown, but stopped and 
opened up at the corner of Pennsylvania avenue and Ninettenth street, where 
it continued in business for several years. 

In 1804 the Bank of the Potomae was started and in 1809 the Bank of 
Washington. This bank was the first organized in the Federal city. 

Two years later acts of incorporation were granted by Congress to the 
Union Bank of Georgetown. 

In 1814 the Bank of the Metropolis was organized, a year afterward the 
Patriotic; in 1817 the Farmers and Mechanies and the Central, both of 
yeorgetown. 


Directories Composed of Some of the Most Influential Citizens 


The directors and stockholders of these institutions were the most promi- 
nent and influential citizens of the District of Columbia, many of them suc- 
cessful business men. Despite these facts the early banks, with a couple of 
exceptions, were short-lived, showing how difficult it was for even a well- 
managed institution to withstand prejudice and class animosities that had 
been engendered by the political contests of those days. Ignorant bitterness 
injured commerce and trade and nearly drove the United States into bank- 
ruptey in time of profound peace. 

Washington then, as now, was the financial storm center. 


Prior to the National Banking System 


The contest in those days was for and against the banks of the United 
States and ‘‘Wild Cat Money.’’ The question to-day is to make a bond- 
secured currency elastic, not to mention postal savings banks, guarantee of 
deposits, and other nostrums recommended by financial herb-doctors, who 
insist in administering nauseous drugs to the patient before a diagnosis of 
our financial ailments has been completed by the able and experienced doe- 
tors of the monetary commission. 
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The history of banking at the National Capital prior to the passage of the 
national bank act of 1864 illustrates most forcefully and clearly the necessity 
of treating the currency question as one of economies and not of polities, 
and it weuld be well to remember this now. 

Even after the passage of the great measure ot Salmon P. Chase that 
made the successful termination of the war for the Union possible, the con- 
troversies of more than half a century between the Federal, Whig, Republi- 
ean, and Democratic parties, followed by actual hostilities, had so impressed 
the minds of the people that they were still suspicious of banking and banks 
and even the government itself, and this in a way is responsible for the fact 
that the history of the early national banks of Washington is the history of 
failures. 


First Bank to Take Out National Charter 


The First National was the first bank organized under the national 
charter. It had a capital of $500,000. It opened its doors for business 
September 22, 1863, with Henry D. Cooke as president. For ten years it 
prospered and then failed. : 

The Merchants National Bank was organized a year later. Two years 
afterward it failed. 

The National Bank of the Metropolis was organized in 1865. It failed 
in 1868. 

The National Bank of the Republic was also organized in 1865. It had a 
very strong board of directors. Three of its members, Fitzhugh Coyle, 
Samuel Norment, and Matthew G. Emery, subsequently became local bank 
presidents. J. M. Broadhead, another director, became first Comptroller of 
the Treasury. This bank also furnished at least two other national bank 
presidents, John E. Herrell and William R. Riley. 

The Bank of the Metropolis was the immediate predecessor of the Na- 
tional Metropolitan Bank. John P. Van Ness was its first president, and 
served as such for the unusual period of thirty-two years. In 1865 it be- 
came a national bank with John B. Blake as president. Mr. Blake was 
succeeded in 1874 by John W. Thompson. He was succeeeded by E. 
Southard Parker, who in turn, last month, was succeeded by George W. 
White. 

Recent Developments and Consolidations 


The Farmers and Mechanies National Bank of Georgetown organized on 
January 15, 1872, as a national bank with a capital of $252,000. Henry M. 
Sweeney was president for many years. Mr. S. Thomas Brown, whom all 
respect as the dean of bank presidents, is its president. 

The Second National Bank was organized July 14, 1872. Its present 
capital is $500,000. It has had three presidents: John C. McKelden, Mat- 
thew G. Emery, and W. V. Cox. 

The Citizens National Bank, with a capital of $300,000, was organized in 
Hagerstown in 1871, transferred to Washington in 1874. It absorbed the 
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West End National Bank and was itself absorbed by the National Metropoli- 
tan Bank. Presidents, Jacob Tome, J..A. J. Creswell, E. Kurtz Johnson, 
and Elbridge 8S. Johnson. 

The Central National Bank, originally the Metropolis Savings Bank, with 
a capital of $200,000, was organized as a national bank on April 11, 1878. 
Samuel Norment was its first president. He was succeeded by William E. 
Clark and Clarence F. Norment. It was absorbed by the National Bank of 
Wasbington. 

The Bank of Washington had Daniel Carroll, of Dudington, as its first 
president. In January, 1886, it was organized as a national bank with a 
capital of $200,000. The late Charles A. James, the Nestor of Washington 
bankers, was for years its president. He was succeeded by Clarence F. 
Norment when it absorbed the Central National Bank. Its present capital 
is $1,050,000, the largest capital in Washington. 

The Columbia National Bank, with a capital of $250,000, was organized 
February, 1887. B.H. Warner was its first president. He was succeeded 
by E. Southard Parker. Albert F. Fox is now serving as president. 

The National Capital Bank, with a capital of $200,000, commenced busi- 
ness September 1, 1889. John E. Herrell, whom all Washington honors, is 
still its president. 

The Lineoln National Bank, with a capital of $200,000, was organized 
January 16, 1890. John A. Prescott was its first president. Jesse B. Wil- 
son, the Achilles of Washington bankers, is now its president. 

The Traders National Bank, which was recently absorbed by the Mer- 
chants and Mechanics Savings Bank, was organized March 3, 1890, with a 

capital of $200,000. 

The West End National Bank, w ith a capital of $200,000 was organized 
October 16, 1889. The late William R. Riley was its first president. F. C. 
Stevens was president when it was absorbed by the Citizens National Bank. 


Riggs Leads in Volume of Deposits 


Largest of all in deposits comes the Riggs National Bank. In 1836 W. 
W. Coreoran and George W. Riggs formed a partnership to carry on the 
banking business. In 1848, Elisha, a half-brother of Mr. Riggs, was taken 
into the firm. In 1854 Mr. Coreoran withdrew and the bank was conducted 
as Riggs & Co. Mr. George Riggs died in 1881. For many years Mr. E. 
Francis Riggs held large interests in the bank. The Riggs National Bank was 
organized July 1, 1896, with the forceful and able financier, Charles C. 
Glover, as president. Its capital is $1,000,000. 

During the past six years three national banks have been organized. 

The American National Bank organized in 1903, with Robert N- Harper 
as its president. He was succeeded by R. H. Lynn. The president capital is 
$500,000. 

The Commercial National Bank, organized in 1904, capital $500,000. 
Frederick C. Stevens has been its president since organization. 
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The National City Bank, organized in 1905, capital $300,000; P. A. Drury, 
president. 

Handicapped in not being a manufacturing or commercial city, neverthe- 
less, within the past decade the banking institutions of Washington have 
grown the same as in other cities. 


Clearing House Transactions Grow Rapidly 


The clearing-house statement of 1888 shows the total exchanges of that 
year to have been $39,736,647.32. The last report of the clearing house 
shows the exchanges to have been $278,079,235.42. 

Thirty-six years ago there were four national banks in the District of 

Columbia: Farmers and Mechanics National, Second National, National 
Bank of the Republic, and National Metropolitan, with a total capital of 
$1,152,000; surplus and undivided profits, $356,469; individual deposits 
$1,765,060 ; loans and discounts, $1,842,083 ; total resources, $4,473,325. 

To-day there are eleven national banks in the District of Columbia, with a 
eapital of $5,202,000; surplus and undivided profits, $5,605,414; loans and 
discounts, $18,492,734; total resources, $44,255,040. A marvelous contrast. 

With the restoration of confidence, the National Capital will continue in 
its enviable career of progress reflectng the prosperity of the American 
people. 


FOREIGN HOLDINGS OF BRITISH INVESTORS 


Of the Fifteen Billion of English Capital Employed Outside of Great Britain More 
Than Two Billion is in American Securities 












According to the London Economist upwards of $2,000.000,000 of the $15,- 
000,000,000 foreign investments of the English people are in the United 
States and it is estimated that one fifth of the national eapital of England 
has sought employment abroad. 

It is not only interesting but frequently profitable to study the trend of 
the mind of the investor both at home and abroad. Especially is this true 
where the investors as a class are known for their conservatism. 


An Excellent Opportunity of Study Afforded 








An opportunity for such a study of the English investment mind is af- 
forded this week by the London Economist, which in the last issue received 
here contains a careful statement on British investments abroad. ‘‘ Although 
the data available are very meager,’’ says that journal, ‘‘and no exact re- 
sults can be expected, they are sufficiently accurate to indicate some general 
conclusions. There are two directions in which some guidance may be found 
in this matter. One is to ascertain the income received from English capital 
abroad and to make an approximate estimate by capitalizng these receipts. 
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The last available returns show that the income from certain foreign sources 
were as follows: 


Income disclosed by agents for payment of interest on foreign and 
colonial government securities £31,039,083 
Income disclosed by agents for payment of dividends and interest 
of foreign and colonial companies and corporations 
Income disclosed by bankers and coupon dealers in conection with 
the realization of foreign and colonial coupons 
Income declared by persons, firms or public companies as received 
in respect of investments abroad with taxation at the hands 
of agents, bankers or-coupon dealers 
Profits of those railways abroad which are owned and worked by 


British companies with the seat of management in the United 
Kingdom 


Statistics Available Are Not at All Complete 
**Unfortunately, these statistics, which are taken from the annual report 
vf the commissioners of inland revenue, are by no means complete, owing to 
the natural disinclination of British investors to disclose the extent of their 
foreign and colonial investments. 


‘*In addition to the above, there also exists a large amount of income 
from abroad, which in many cases cannot be identified in the assessments, 
and which is therefore included under the head of income from business, 


professions, ete., not otherwise detailed; the fact that this unidentified in- 
come from foreign countries and British colonies and possessions is of great 
magnitude will be appreciated when it is considered that it includes the 
profits derived from the following sources inter alia: Concerns (other than 
railways) situated abroad, but having their seat of direction and manage- 
ment in this country—e. g., mines, gas works, waterworks, tramways, brew- 
eries, tea and coffee plantations, automnbile companies, nitrate grounds, oil 
fields, land and financial companies, ete. 2 Concerns jointly worked 
abroad and in this country, such as electric, telegraph, cables and shipping. 
3. Foreign and colonial branches of banks, insurance companies and mer- 
eantile houses in the United Kingdom. 4. Mortgages of property and other 
loans and deposits abroad belonging to banks, insurance companies, land, 
mortgage and financial companies, etc., in this country. 5. Profits of all 
kinds arising from business done abroad by manufacturers, merchants and 
commission agents resident in the United Kingdom. 
Estimate Is Based Upon Income 

‘‘Such considerations illustrate the difficulty of arguing from income sta- 
tistics to capital, but it is not altogether unfair to assume a rate of interest, 
which, though it may not hold in years of abnormal trade, is sufficiently near 
the truth in normal years to form a basis of argument. The above figures 
capitalized on the basis of twenty-five years’ purchase yield a total sum of 
$2.000,000,000 as the capital value of investments. This is, however, rather 
a high basis for private ‘investments and Mr. Chiozza Money suggests 
twenty years’ purchase as more correct. Taking twenty-five years for gov- 
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ernment securities and twenty years for other investments, we get a total 
of about $1,750,000,000. ‘To this must be added a sum in respect of un- 
revealed income from abroad and income which is included in other sched- 
ules. But so much doubt exists as to the extent of the addition to be made 
that statisticians have placed it variously at $400,000,000 to $1,000,000,000. 
Taking these different figures as outside estimates, we may conclude that 
our total capital invested abroad amounts to a sum between £2,150,000,000 
and £3,000,000,000. In view of the rapid increasé of recent borrowings in 
this country we are inclined to think that the latter sum is nearer the truth 
than the former. 


‘The second method of approaching the problem is bv studying the actual 
eapital issues made in this country on behalf of foreign or colonial borrowers. 

‘‘A correspondent who has for some years made a detailed study of the 
subject sends us the following statement, which gives estimates of the 
amount of the indebtedness to Great Britain of the various countries in the 
world :

‘*The two tables differ in detail to some extent, but they are close enough 
to one another to afford mutual support. Mr. Beaumont’s estimates do not 
include any provision for British investments in Europe, which, so far as 
government stocks are concerned, are shown by the income tax returns to 
be still very considerable. Both estimates indicate very clearly that British 
capital has been used for the development not of countries which compete 
with us in manufactures, but of those which provide us with food and raw 
material and are the largest markets for.our own manufactured goods. 

*‘The proportion of our total savings which is invested abroad may be 
ascertained by comparing the above figures with the most important estimates 
of the national capital. Mr. Money (1905) values the total of £11,400,000- — 
000, but Sir D. Giffen (1906) quotes a considerable higher figure—viz., 
£15,000,000,000. Without discussing the accuracy of these estimates, it is 
evident from the above figures that somewhere about 20 per cent of the 
national capital has found investment abroad has contributed enormously to 
the development both or our import and our export trade.” 


PROPOSED BANK ACT FOR GERMANY 


Facts About the Project to Recharter the Imperial Bank at Berlin— Some Questions 
Arising Out of the Plan 

The Berlin correspondent of the New York Evening Post writing of 
this projeet to recharter the Imperial Bank of Germany says: 

“The Imperial government has just laid before the Reichstag a bill for 
the reenactment of the Bank act, which means the renewal of the charter of 
the Reichstag. This bill attracted an unusual degree of attention in advance 
by reason of the period of remarkable financial pressure through which Ger- 
many passed several years ago, and the proposals then put forth in various 
quarters to make certain changes in the Reichstag which might counteract 
such pressure in future. Those proposals originated with men representing 
Agrarian interests, many of whom possess great influence with the govern- 
ment.. They were formerly advocates of bimetallism, before the cause of 
silver was hopelessly lost; but they have survived to disturb the financial 
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community from time to time with proposals of banking or currency changes 
ealeulated to adulterate to some degree Germany’s pure gold standard. 
Recent Over-Expansion of Credit Led to Movement 

“ Above a year ago, when the country was still suffering from the over- 
expansion of credit during the recent great boom, and when money rates 
were still extraordinarily high, these ex-bimetallists were unusually active 
in their propaganda for currency and monetary changes. The capital of the 
Reichsbank, it was demanded, should be greatly increased in order to place 
it in a position to keep the interest rates lower; the now discarded policy of 
the Bank of France of laying obstacles in the way of gold exports by charg- 
ing a premium upon gold intended for shipment abroad, was advocated as the 
panacea for all of Germany’s financial ills; and at the same time something 
was to be done for silver by enabling the Reichsbank to redeem its notes in 
that metal to the extent of 1,000 marks. 


Government Names a Monetary Commission 


“In the midst of all this flood of proposed financial nostrums the Imperial 
government announced the appointment of a commission to investigate cur- 
rency and banking questions preparatory to the renewal of the Bank act. 
This announcement was heard with distinct uneasiness by the financial com- 
munity, for it was believed to foreshadow certain new departures of the 
government in the direction of propitiating the ex-bimetallist element. 
About the same time, Dr. Koch, for many years president of the Reichsbank, 
and one of the stanchest gold-standard men in Germany, handed in his 
resignation, and he was succeeded by Herr Havenstein, till then president 
of the Prussian State Bank and for many years connected with the Prussian 
Finance Ministry. His appointment was received with a certain suspicion 
under the circumstances, in view of the purposes attributed to the govern- 
ment. 

“When the commission met in the spring, however, the government took 
oceasion at its very first sitting to declare that it was not intended to make 
any changes in the tested and approved basis of principles upon which the 
Reichsbank rests; and the new president of the bank has turned out to be an 
advocate of the gold standard in the fullest sense of the term, no less than 
his predecessor. 


Some.of the Innovations of the New Law 


“The bill just laid before the Reichstag, therefore, contains no radical pro- 
posals changing the legal structure of the Reichsbank. The government’s 
report accompanying the bill opens with the reassertion of the statement 
that the legal fundament of the central institution is a sound one and must 
not be changed. Certain changes, however, are proposed, which are worthy 
of note, although concerned in the main with minor questions. 

“The first of these is a provision conferring legal tender quality on the 
notes of the Reichsbank. It is a striking fact—certainly worthy of note 
with all persons who think the ‘‘fiat’’ of government is necessary to make a 
banknote currency. good at all times—that the notes of the Reichsbank have 
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long been as good as gold without being legal tender; and they are so uni- 
versally accepted that practically all large payments are now made with 
them. 
Decide to Make Notes Legal Tender 

““The ideas that dictated the decision to make the notes legal tender are 
worthy of attention. The government had laid before the commission the 
question whether such a step was advisable for the purpose of building up 
the gold stock of the bank, but it unanimously rejected the proposition that 
it would have such an effect. On the other hand, the legal-tender provision 
was put into the bill as a recognition of the fact that the notes are actually 
taken everywhere as being equal to gold, and as being in harmony with the 
laws of England, France, Austria, and Italy, in respect to the central bank 
of issue of those countries. The legal-tender paragraph is also designed as a 
guarantee against evils that may arise in a time of a grave political crisis, 
like the outbreak of a war, when it would become necessary, as one of the 
very first steps, to declare the Reichsbank notes legal tender—a meas- 
ure which, under such cireumstances, could only have a disquieting effect, 
and lead to the hoarding of gold. Moreover, President Havenstein pointed 
out that the gold stock of the bank might be seriously depleted in such a 
er'tical juncture, unless notes could be paid out as legal tender. 


Difference Between Reichsbank and Bank of England 


‘Just here, too, there remains one point of difference between the new 
German bill and the English Bank act. That act deprives the Bank of Eng- 
land of the right to plead the legal-tender quality of its notes in making its 
own payments—in other words, it has to pay in gold whenever and 
wherever it is called for. The German authorities declinéd to put such a 
paragraph into the present bill; but they took care to make the obligation 
of the Reichsbank to redeem its notes in gold more explicit than it is at 
present. The law now says that it must redeem the notes in ‘‘current Ger- 
man money;’’ but the new law will say instead, ‘‘in German gold coin.” 
The requirement of unlimited redemption, however, will rest only upon the 
head office at Berlin, while other offices will remain upon the same footing 
as now—that is, they will have to pay out gold only so long as the local sup- 
ply lasts, or as they regard prudent for the local situation. 


Want Branches of Reichsbank Made Redemption Offices 


‘“ While this saves the Reichsbank the expense of shipping gold for export 
to its Hamburg and Bremen offices, for example, many enlightened German 
bankers think that the interests of Germany as a great financial power in 
the world would have been better subserved if a number of the leading 
branches of the Reichsbank were made offices of redemption in an unre- 
stricted sense. 

“ Another change is to raise the margin of untaxed notes. At present the 
bank may issue $112,000,000 uncovered notes free of taxation. The new law 
will raise the limit to nearly $130,000,000 at ordinary times, and to about 
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$180,000,000 at the end of each quarter—points where there is always a 
heavy expansion of the circulation. 

“Still another change requires that after the stockholders have received a 
preliminary dividend of 314 per cent., 10 per cent. of the remainder shall 
every year be carried to the reserves. This will mean a yearly addition of 
about $400,000 to the capital resources of the bank.”

BANKING FACILITIES OF SPAIN 
By THEOPHILE BERNARD 


Prominent Business Man of Madrid 


Putting aside the private bankers, established in all the chief towns, it 
may be said that the real banking corporations only exist in three cities or 
centers of intensive traffic, such as Barcelona, a considerable focus of industry 
and trade; Madrid, the national capital, the center of Spanish finance and 
administration, and Bilboa, the chief export harbor for iron ore. These three 
cities possess banks of a certain importance, either Spanish institutions or 
agencies of French, German and Argentine banks. In addition to the three 
cities mentioned, there are small banks in Valencia, a considerable export 
harbor for fruit; Jerez, a center for wine; San Sebastian, a seaside resort 
possessing moderate industries; Santander, Gijon, Burgos, Valladolid and 
Pamplona. These include the totality of our banking corporations, exclud- 
ing, of course, the Bank of Spain, a chartered bank of issue, with branches 
in each provincial capital. 


To sum up, the Barcelona district (east) holds ten banks, with a total 
share capital of $11,000,000; net profits, $680,000; deposits, $96,000,000. 
Madrid (center), four banks with a total share capital of $15,300,000; net 
profits, $1,600,000; deposits, $57,000,000. Bilboa, Asturias, ete. (north and 
northwest), ten banks with a total share capital of $9,600,000; net profits, 
$1,400,000; deposits, $316,000,000. The ‘‘deposits’’ include money and se- 
eurities. Besides the Credit Lyonnais has established five agencies, the 
Deutsche Bank two agencies (Deutscheuberseeische Bank), the Dresdner 
Bank one, the Baneo Espanol de Rio de la Plata one—all those agencies 
being very prosperous and of considerable help to the trade of their re- 
spective countries. 


Most of the Spanish banks have been created since the Hispano-American 
war, and though there is nothing to be said against the soundness of their 
constituent elements, it is the general belief among dealers of all classes that 
these banks look more for their profits toward speculations in gold and loans 
on securities than to giving facilities in discount, advances on consignments, 
warrants, document bills, documents, credit, ete. Therefore, it seems obvious 
that, considering only the internal traffic in Spain, there is room for addi- 
tional banks, whose main efforts would be directed to reaching medium 
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or small dealers of good reputation and situation, who are now actually 
deprived of reasonable facility or credit in any of the markets. 


Needs of American Interests 

Looking now to the development of American trade with Spain, if I ex- 
press the conviction that the American interests require necessarily and 
promptly the establishment of a special American bank for Spain, I shall 
but confirm similar opinions given by numerous United States consuls with re- 
spect to their respective posts all over the world, and made public in daily 
consular and trade reports. As a rule, American manufacturers and mer- 
chants grant no credit at all to foreign purchasers, This policy is undoubt- 
edly a sound one to a certain extent, but on markets where the competition 
is keen and constant, where German merchants grant credits ranging from 
three to twelve months, sometimes more, I see no other means of extending 
American business than by accepting the risk involved in the grant of credits 
of at least three months, or establishing a bank with a proper local organiza- 
tion which will undertake to accept the risk. 

It seems to me that such a bank need not be started with a large amount of 
capital, but should, on the contrary, start modestly, following the example 
of some foreign institutions which might be mentioned, which began very 
small and have since become considerable corporations. The bank should be 
ereated in connection with the chief American exporters of cotton, tobacco, 
staves and petroleum, or importers of spanish oil, ores, grapes, wines, and, if 
possible, backed by well-known American bankers. Special attention should 
be given to information, not only on the credit of exporters and importers, 
but also on possibilities of all classes toward development of trade between 
both countries. Facilities should be granted on consignments or personal 
security to worthy dealers, and the bank should be prepared in some eases, 
and according to the position of dealers, to substitute itself for the American 
vender in the risk of the ninety days’ bills accepted by the Spanish purchaser. 

The bank ought also to undertake the examination of new schemes of 
publie works, railways, ete., on account of American firms, without taking a 
personal risk, but offering, with its character of American bank, such a 
preliminary guaranty of impartiality as would induce the American firms 
to move and secure the contract before it is taken by competitors. 

American Bank and Capital 

The promoters of such a bank should not at the beginning apply to 
Spanish capitalists for the subscription of shares, but adopt the policy 
pursued by the active Banco Espanol de Rio de la Plata, which some years 
ago established an agency in, Madrid, and having obtained a well-deserved 
credit on the market, has recently been able to place a substantial amount 
of its shares among the Spanish investors. On the other hand, the American 
bank should secure a certain degree of local support, which would be a 
guaranty to both shareholders and customers. 

To emphasize my opinion, I may say that the evolution of Spanish affairs, 
as shown in my previous contribution to Daily Consular and Trade Reports, 
is going on in all directions. Our railways show a constant increase of 
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receipts; our budget for 1906 has closed with a surplus of $20,000,000 and 
that of 1907 is likely to show a similar result. The gold premium oscillates 
within a narrow limit around 10 per cent since the conclusion of the political 
Anglo-Spanish agreement; a greater activity prevails in mining develop- 
ments; several hydro-electric schemes are in way of realization; a great 
amount of money is ready for sound investment, due to the consolidation of 
our public credit at a rate lower than 4 per cent and to a scarcity of deben- 
tures paying more than 4 or 414 per cent. . 

It is now obvious to everybody, especially to English financiers, that 
Spain is going ahead and will claim the attention of foreign investors as soon 
as the circumstances of the money markets will warrant. 

The bulk of American imports into Spain amounts to about $17,000,000, 
and consists of cotton, tobacco, staves and petroleum, staple goods of absolute 
necessity. American sales of manufactured articles which could compete are 
not likely to increase much on the actual terms of cash. 


“SEVILLE DOLLARS” IN SPAIN 


A silver question peculiar to Spain is causing considerable difficulty in 
commerce and the government has been obliged to temporize in its attempt 
to settle it. For years there has been a counterfeit, of the 5-peseta piece, 
popularly known as a ‘‘duro,’’ and equivalent to the American dollar. The 
counterfeits were of as good silver as the lawful coin and came to be ac- 
cepted universally, much as our ‘‘trade dollars’’ threatened to become at 
one time. The quantity of these counterfeit ‘‘Seville dollars’’—‘‘duros sevil- 
lanos’’ to distinguish them from the ‘‘duros legitimos’’—is estimated at sev- 
eral hundred million pesetas. It is certainly a sum sufficient to vitiate any 
statement of Spanish currency in circulation. 


The complications already caused by an uncontrolled de facto currency 
of this kind induced the ministry to take radical measures. By governmental 
decree the public was warned that henceforth all these Seville dollars, when- 
ever presented at state wickets, would be seized; and that the bearers would 
receive a certificate giving them the right of re-imbursement only at the rate 
of silver metal—not one-half of the face value of the coins. As only an ex- 
pert can distinguish the counterfeit from the lawful duros, Madrid trades- 
men at once started the movement of refusing all 5-peseta pieces, good or 
bad. If this should continue, the effect in a country where silver currency 


js so important in the total circulation would be little short of a national dis- 
aster. 


Accordingly, the government has found it necessary to issue a new cir- 
cular decree, in the Gaceta Oficial recently. This prudently suspends the 
application of the preceding decree until the mint shall have exactly deter- 
mined the material difference between the Seville duro and the lawful duro. 
In reality, this puts off the settling of the question until some other solution 
can be found. The true story of the counterfeiting, if it could be written in 
full, would furnish one of the most picturesque chapters in the history of 
counterfeit money. The economic and financial results have to be taken into 
account in any attempt at estimating exactly the present situation of Spain. 
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THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


While the business world has been mark- 
* ing time and quietly waiting the completion 
of the new tariff law there has been one 
element, which probably is more potent than 
the others, that has been quietly but stead- 
ily making progress. That element is the 
crop situation and all agree upon its import- 
ance as a factor in the financial situation. 
What is needed more than possibly anything 
else is a big harvest. Prices of all food and 
agricultural products are entirely too high, 
thus greatly adding to the cost of living. 

No recession can be expected until the 
farmer gets to work and produces more 
abundantly. The present prices for farm 
products afford him a much more profitable 
industry than in former years and there is 
a ready market for all that he grows. 

In this financial and industrial depression 
the farmer has been most fortunate. With 
good crops and high prices he has been en- 
abled to swell his income very materially. 
This has led him to indulge in some of the 
luxuries of life and accounts for the re- 
peated stories of his purchases of automo- 
biles. But, in fact, it is the volume of de- 
posits in the Western banks that tells the 


real story. The agricultural sections of this 
country have produced large increases in the 
volume of deposits the last year. 

During the last month a new adminis- 
tration at Washington has taken hold; the 
Standard Oil prosecutions, in which at one 
time a $29,000,000 fine figured, collapsed; a 
Federal Circuit Court put a quietus on the 
Missouri two cent rate law—on the ground 
that it was confiscatory legislation; a tariff 
measure has been framed and an extra ses- 
sion of congress has convened for the pur- 
Of course, the 
pending tariff legislation as in former years 
has checked business. It is impossible to 
revise so important a schedule without seri- 
ously affecting all classes of industry where 
the prices of raw material and other arti- 
cles are dependent upon the tariff. While 
there is every prospect of a sharp conflict in 
Washington over the tariff measure there is 
every reason to believe that President Taft's 
ideas in the main will prevail. 

The metal situation is very much con- 
fused and demoralized. In the steel indus- 
try prices have been slashed right and left. 
Wages have been cut and there is a further 
indication of a general readjustment in the 
iron and steel trade. The copper metal sit- 
uation is very much disturbed by the contin- 
uous over-production and the disposition of 
some of the foreign speculative elements to 
throw over some of their metal holdings. 
The result has been that price of copper 
has declined but it is still above the point 
which is attractive to the consumer. 

Meantime so plentiful has money become 
that the Western banks have been sending 
their idle funds to the reserve centers with 
the result that it has finally found its 
way to New York to be loaned on call. 
This has resulted in the easy call money 
rates which have prevailed this month. In 
consequence the New York banks rather 
welcome the resumption of gold exports and 
about the middle of the month the first ship- 
ment was made direct to London. The out- 
flow of gold in the main, however, was to 
Argentina on London account. This has 
served to slightly reduce the surplus in the 
New York associated banks. 

But with the decision of the Federal su-

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passed; and a reasonable assurance of good 
crops, there is every indication that a 
marked revival in business will be noted.

But there 
should be such a marked improvement in 
trade as to leave no doubt that a genuine 
revival has set in. 


INCOME AND INSURANCE. 


An exhibit, in a report of the labor bu- 
reau of Massachusetts, of the earnings, ex- 
penditures and savings of professional and 
business men, besides farmers and others, 
is indicative of the tendency to not save 
much. Thirty of every one hundred ques- 
tioned acknowledged that they saved noth- 
ing from year to year. The average sav- 
ing of seventy of every hundred ranged 
from $254 a year, by farmers, to $2,388 a 
year, by bankers and brokers. Exhibit of 
saving:

“Take, for instance, a man at the age of 
37, who would like to -know his insurable 
value for the period of his life expectancy, 
say thirty years. (The estimated period is 
30.35 years.) For an income of $1,000 a 
year, his insurable value, on a 4 per cent 
basis, is $17,292; $1,500, $25,938; $2,000, 
$34,584; $2,500, $43,230; $3,000, $51,876. In 
others words, the amounts indicated, if in- 
vested, and kept invested, at 4 per cent, 
compound interest, can be drawn upon at 
the rate of $1,000 a year, or $2,000, etc., 
for a period of thirty years. In the event 
of death, life insyrance can provide the 
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funds to be drawn upon to the amount of 
the yearly income or more. 

“Take $17,000 as the insurable value, at 
the age of 37, for thirty years. Life insur- 
ance for that amount, on the continuous- 
payment plan, would cost, at $28 per 
$1,000, $476 a year, with proportionate in- 
crease of cost for each of the other amounts 
of insurable value. 

“According to the foregoing table, the 
average yearly saving of retail dealers is 
$481, or a trifle more than the premium on 
a life insurance policy for $17,000, that 
would, in the event of death, provide for 
thirty years a little more than one-half of 
the average expenditure in lifetime. The 
calculation might be carried out to advan- 
tage for bankers and brokers, lawyers and 
all of the rest.” 


“GOVERNMENT WANTS DATA 


Chicago and New York Banks at the re- 
quest of the Comptroller of the Currency 
are compiling statistics of the shipments of 
currency to and from the interior during the 
last three years. This is being done to as- 
sist the Monetary Commission in its search 
for data as to the seasonable variation in 
the demand for currency. The request, 
which was directed to Managers of all Clear- 
ing Houses, and in turn has been sent out 
to every member. A like circular has been 
sent to all state auditors or superintendents 
of banking and in turn the state banks, 
trust companies and private bankers have 
been asked to furnish data for Washington. 


HOARDED GOLD COMES OUT 


Some of the Chicago banks report an in- 
crease in the savings accounts, and one of 
the strange features of this increase is the 
appearance of gold which evidently has been 
hoarded for years. One large bank report- 
ed recently that some of the gold 
turned in bore the date on the seal of 1896, 
which would indicate that the owner had 
become frightened in that panic and had 
stored his savings away, but that with the 
tremendous accumulations of money and 
the sound banking situation he has decided 
that it would be just as well to put his gold 
where he can get interest on it.

DEMAND STERLING NEAR TOP 


Demand sterling last month reached the 
highest quotation since the second week of 
November, 1907, when 48834 was recorded. 
At no other time that year, nor at any time 
last year, did sterling sell as high as 488. 
Three influences have been mainly responsi- 
ble for the abnormal conditions of our for- 
eign exchange market this year. The first, 
easy money, has already been referred to. 
The second, and quite as important, is the 
phenomenal disparity between our mer- 
chandise exports and imports. A month ago. 
for example, imports aggregated $19,000,000, 
against less than $14,000,000 in 1908, while 
exports just exceeded $10,000,000, contrasted 
with more than $20,000,000 a year ago; last 
week’s figure was also well below the cor- 
responding total in 1907 and 1906. Since 
Jan. 1 imports have crossed $133,000,000, an 
increase over 1908 of $43,000,000, while ex- 
ports have failen off exactly the same 
amount; that is to say, the total for the 
current year to date is less than $97,000,000, 
as compared with just under $140,000,000 
last year. ‘This gives an increase in the so- 
called “unfavorable” trade balance of $86,- 
000,000. For the year our imports are 
$7,000,000 below 1907 and our exports $3,- 
000,000 less; compared with the 1906 record 
imports have increased $14,000,000 and ex- 
ports decreased less than $3,000,000. 


Add to this the persistent liquidation of 
American securities by Europeans and no 
further explanation of the high quotations 
for sterling will be required. 


LIMIT CO-OPERATIVE BANKS 


The relative merits of the policy of ac- 
cumulating a surplus fund or of paying divi- 
dends to stockholders, is a subject that has 
been receiving the attention of the Massa- 
chusetts legislature recently. At a hearing 
before the committee on banks and banking, 
John A. Bremen of Boston appeared to 
speak in behalf of his own petition for leg- 
islation to provide that no co-operative 
bank shall accumulate reserve funds beyond 
the requirements of its guaranty funds and 
its ordinary running expenses. He cited one 
Boston bank which he said had reduced its 
dividends in order to pile up a surplus. He 
said that the surplus funds exceed the guar- 
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anty funds in nearly every co-operative 
bank. He was convinced that, if he took 
the matter before the attorney general and 
induced him to take action, the courts would 
immediately order the division of these sur- 
‘pluses. The proposed legislation would be 
a benefit to 100,000 shareholders. 

President J. F. Wellington of the Som- 
erville co-operative bank said that a surplus 
was not a menace; it was the strength and 
backbone of any financial institution. The 
surpluses of the co-operative banks have 
been accumulating since the present law 
was passed in 1895. Of the 135 co-oper- 
ative banks only thirteen have over 5 per 
cent. of their capital in their guaranty 
funds and surplus and these thirteen are all 
small banks. William A. Leonard of the 
Volunteer co-operative bank of Boston also 
opposed the bill. 


TO LIST ARGENTINE BONDS 


Application has been made to list the 
American proportion of the new Argentine 
government loan, amounting to 10,000,000 
pesos, par value, upon the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

It has not been decided as yet just wliat 
method will be used in listing the securities 
on the Stock Exchange, but it 
sible the exchange will follow in this case 
the general practice of listing the loans of 
other governments at the arbitrary price of 
$5 to the pound, which would be the same 
as 100 cents to the pesos in this instance, 
whereas the true value of the pound is only 
$4,865, and the pesos 97.3c. 

The consequence of listing in this manner 
would be that the Stock Exchange quotation 
would no longer be a percentage quotation, 
but would be an arbitrary quotation, gov- 
erened by the arbitrarily fixed value, and 
the price upon the Stock Exchange would 
immediately drop about 2% points to con- 
form to the present quotation. That is to 
say, upon the present quotation of 99 per 
cent the Stock Exchange quotation would be 
about 961% if listed at $5 to the pound. 

To illustrate the way this works out, take 
an actual example of the Japanese bonds, 
which are payable at the rate of 4.87 to 
the pound. When a £200 bond is retired 
the, holder will receive therefor not $1,000. 
but $974; that is to say, the face value is

$974. A Stock Exchange quotation of 100, 
excluding the matter of accrued interest, 
indicates the bond is selling at a premium 
of over 2% points. This usage may be ex- 
plained by saying that if the bonds are 
selling at, say, 93 in London, the New York 
equivalent quotation is 90.582. The calcu- 
lation is as follows: A £200 bond at 93 
equals £186; £186 converted at 4,87 per 
pound equals $905.82, or a quotation of 
90.582. 


GOLD OUTPUT SHRINKS 


The shrinkage in the Transvaal gold out- 
put for February is more apparent than 
real. The yield of 565,218 ounces compares 
with 615,113 ounces in January, but last 
month’s daily ratio, 20,200 ounces, exceeds 
that of January as well as that of October, 
1908, when, with the exception of last De- 
cember, the monthly output was the high- 
est in the Rand’s history. The December 
figure was 660,643 ounces, or a daily yield of 
21,300 ounces, but the closing month of the 
year always includes odd quantities of gold 
procured from the annual clearing up of 
the mines. Therefore there is no halt in 
the steadily increasing output of the Wit- 
watersrand. In 1909 the world’s output of 
gold promises to reach $450,000,000, of which 
the Transvaal will supply fully one-third 
and the United States more than one-fifth. 
South Africa is the only country that is 
making rapid progress in gold mining were 
there no increase there the world’s yield 
would be stationary. The latest trustworthy 
estimate of last year’s record follows, along 
with useful comparisons:

BANKS ADVERTISING MORE 


“Bank advertising has been revolution- 
ized in Nebraska and elsewhere in the past 
ten years,” says the Lincoln Journal. “Fif- 
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teen years ago a banker who would have 
dared to advertise in any other way than 
with a stiff card giving the name of his 
bank, its officials and capital stock would 
have been ridiculed as a mountebank. It 
is a fact that in those days many country 
newspapers had their bank advertisements 
stereotyped in the city and ran them year 
after year without change. The cost of 
this advertisement was regarded by the 
banker as a donation to the support of the 
editor and was expected to secure his act- 
ive assistance in the election of candidates 
for office favored by the banker. Today, 
both east and west, the majority of banks 
are doing ‘live’ commercial advertising, de- 
signed to convince the public that the bank 
has something to sell which iz is to the 
interest of th: public to buy. That article 
is bank standing and credit, stimulation of 
the habit of saving, .divice in the matter of 
investment, having part in the world of 
industrial activity which is financed through 
the banks. 


“The commercial banks today are reach- 
ing out after the accounts of the small 
farmer, the moderate wage earner, even 
the student, trying to induce him to put his 
small sums into the bank for safe keeping 
instead of the bureau drawer or the bed 
tick, and promising him in return loans 
proportioned to his earnings and savings 
when he needs them to make an investment 
or to tide over some temporary 
cash.

The cost of keeping many of these 
accounts is, at the start, more than the 
revenue derived from them, but it is re- 
garded as a good bank investment for the 
future. The savings from many of them 
will grow into large accounts and business 
enterprises and, besides, the added stability 
to the banking business from dealing with 
a community which has formed the habit 
of doing its business through bank deposit 
and bank check, instead of the pucket book 
and hidden reserve about the house, is a 
large factor. Any discussion of the cur- 
rency question which does not take into 
account the diminishing use of ready money 
in business and the greatly enlarging use 
of banks by classes which have hitherto 
never gone into a bank except to cash a 
draft and carry away the currency, is a 
discussion outside the facts in the case.” 
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VANDERLIP ON PAYNE BILL 


Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the 
National City Bank of New York had this 
to say of the treasury certificate feature of 
the Payne bill: 

“T have not analyzed the full bill, but a 
perusal of the summaries at hand satifies me 
that the schedules drawn up by the ways 
and means committee will not provide suffi- 
cient revenue to meet our growing expendi- 
tures. The rejoinder may be made, ‘Well, 
reduce expenditures,’ but experience 
taught that this will not be practical.

“The members of the committee evidently 
are uncertain of the adequacy of the new bill 
as a producer of revenue, for they provide 
for the sale of $40,000,000 bonds to reim- 
burse the treasury for money originally paid 
for the Panama Canal, and they further- 
more make provision for the issue of $250,- 
000,000 treasury certificates short-term secur- 
ities available for emergencies and carrying 
3 per cent interest. 


‘What would be the effect of issuing an 
enormous mass of these certificates? 
would be purchased by national banks, who 
would immediately put them up as security 
for additional circulation, no matter whether 
or not the business of the country necessi- 
tated an expansion of currency.

tion would be highly profitable and naturally 
the banks would carry it out. This would 
entail, as inflation has always done. the 
driving out of gold and the retention of a 
noninternational form of currency. Can such 
a movement be faced with equanimity? 

‘‘As an alternative to treasury certificates 
the government might decide to distribute 
the payment of what might be classed extra- 
ordinary expenditures over a series of years, 
This suggestion has been put forward by the 
National City Bank in trying to solve the 
problem of our national finances, but this 
also would have far-reaching effects upon the 
market value of government bonds and upon 
bank circulation. There is no demand for 
additional currency, and therefore no de- 
mand for government bonds as collateral to 
secure an increased supply. The market for 
huge amounts of these new bonds might 
prove very disappointing in comparizon with 
the prices heretofore realized by government 
issues, since the supply would exceed the 
demand for them as a basis for circulation. 

“The national bank act has to be wholly 
recast in order to fit into new conditions 
that promise to be evolved. The tariff, it 
will thus be seen, goes to the very roots of 
our currency system, and Congress will no 
doubt give this phase of the situation the 
serious consideration it demands. That 
something will have to be done to provide 
more revenue than the new schedules are 
calculated to produce is certain.”’ 


TREND OF THE BOND MARKET 


Despite the fact that money rates are 
cheap both on call and for time funds and 
are likely to remain so for six months to 
come the bond market has been rather quiet 
during the last month. The investment de- 
mand for bonds has shown a sudden cessa- 
tion, apparently for the reason that the in- 
quiry has been temporarily satisfied. Of 
course one factor in bringing about this con- 
dition is the growing impression that after 
years of rising prices we have reached the 
point where we are face to face with a 
period, more or less prolonged, of falling 
prices. This, of course, has caused hesita- 
tion among investors. 

Then again it is likely that we have 
reached the point where the desirable bonds 


have been absorbed and the less’ desirable 
are unattractive to investors. It will be 
recalled that last year there were two halts 
in the bond market for the very same reason. 
It required a little time for the investor to 
get accustomed to the higher prices of bonds 
and the correspondingly lower yield. 

There has been, however. a fair business 
in municipals. The New York city issue, 
which is referred to elsewhere in these col- 
umes, sold at a price slightly below that 
brought by similar bonds last November, 
but that was largely due to the legal ques- 
tion as to the limitation of New York City’s 
indebtedness, which was raised by this of- 
fering. 
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NEW YORK CITY BOND ISSUE 


The sale of $10,000,000 fifty year 4 per 
cent New York City bonds early in March 
at an average of 10112, or seven-eighths 
of a point under the price obtained for the 
$12,000,000 offering of November last brings 
up some interesting questions as to the future 
of New York City bonds. The fact that only 
132 bids were received, that scarcely any 
bids were put in by the savings banks, and 
that the success of the loan was largely due 
to applications from interests apparently 
acting for European institutions occasioned 
surprise. Judged by the course of prices 
for city bonds on the New York Stock Ex- 
change, however, where large sales of the 
old fours have been made slightly below the 
price obtained at last Tuesday’s public offer- 
ing, the results achieved by the city were 
highly satisfactory. What then is the out- 
look? 


The Cassidy committee which has been 
investigating the finances of the city for 
several months, found (first) that the city 
had on January 1 last a borrowing capacity 
of at least $77,511,010, or $28,906,000 more 
than Comptroller Metz thought it was; 
, second, that, notwithstanding all reports to 
the contrary, the city had never exceeded its 
debt limit; that short-term assessment 
bonds should be prohibited by law, and that 
corporate stock should be issued instead, 
and that the Constitution should not be 
amended so as to extend the city’s borrow- 
ing capacity. 

These findings were in line with what the 
finance committee of the New York Chamber 
of Commerce had advocated a month before, 
when it urged the Legislature not to favor 
an extension of the debt limit, and when it 
called for reforms in the system of munici- 
pal accounting. The disclosures were high- 
ly important to holders of city bonds, some 
of whom only a month ago were sacrificing 
blocks of the 4s of 1957 on the theory that 
these bonds, which belonged to the three 
issues investors refused to bid for in Feb- 
Tuary, June, and August, 1907, and which 
were subsequently sold by the city “over 


the counter,” were invalid, since they were 


issued at a time when the city had exceed- 
ed its debt limit. The Cassidy committee 
disposed of these doubts in its formal 
memorandum, which said: 


“It cannot be emphasized too strongly 
that every bond issued by the city of New 
York up to date, as well as the bonds that 
have not yet been issued, but which have 
been advertised, is valid. The debt limit 
has never been exceeded, the city’s securi- 
ties are first class, and it may be stated 
most emphatically that with reasonable 
economy and sound business methods ap- 
plied, the city will not again be confronted 
with any situation where the slightest doubt 
will arise over the stability of its finances, 
or where any hand-to-mouth policy need be 
pursued.” 


Unfortunately this report came out on the 
day of the sale and too late to be of value. 

This was the first authentic information 
given out on the debt-limit question, and 
searcely half a dozen bidders knew of it in 
time to influence their bids. There was 
abundant reason for the confusion which 
existed on the subject, since no two authori- 
ties agreed. On November 1. last, Comp- 
troller Metz placed New York city’s borrow- 
ing capacity at $37,931,640. A month later 
the Charter Commission, reckoning on an- 
other basis, estimated it at only $8,582,705. 
The same commission, in a supplemental re- 
port, intimated that the city had actually 
exceeded its debt limit by $5,000,000. 

It is expected that the city of New York 
will begin soon to publish a comprehensive 
balance sheet to put a stop to the extrav- 
agance of short-term borrowings at high in- 
terest rates, which now exceed $113,625,000, 
and institute other reforms calculated to 
help New York city’s credit. All these de- 
velopments point to ultimately higher quo- 
tations for New York city bonds, which 
have been selling at an abnormally low level 
during the last three months, when other 
high-grade securities have touched new high 
records. The savings banks, which own 
between $75,000,000 and $100,000,000 New 
York city bonds, and the trust companies, 
which have had to write off an enormous 
shrinkage in such holdings each year, will 
with private investors everywhere, be great- 
ly benefited by the crusade undertaken to 
re-establish the city’s credit and make pos- 
sible again the sale of 3144 per cent bonds 
around 106, which was the typical price at 
the sales of 1902.

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NEW ORLEANS NEW BOND ISSUE 


New Orleans’ urgent need of $2,000,000 
with which to go on with the sewer and 
water system has produced a situation which 
may result in the local banks being called 
upon once more to come forward and take 
part of an additional issue of bonds in 
which there is more patriotism than profit. 
The matter was thoroughly discussed at a 
conference between the Mayor, the Sewer 
and Water Board, and a number of New 
Orleans bankers held at the Clearing House 
rooms. The situation was clearly set forth 
by Mayor Behrman, Charles J. Theard, 
Lewis Johnson, Superintendent Earl, Attor- 
ney Villere and Secretary Shields and the 
views of the bankers were expresses by Sol 
Wexler, William Mason Smith, A. Breton 
and R. M. Walmsley, president of the Clear- 
ing House Association. ‘The following banks 
were represented: Orleans, Canal-Louisiana, 
Citizens, Commercial National, Commercial- 
Germania, Cosmopolitan, German-American, 
Hibernia and Peoples. 

While the bankers are willing enough to 
make a sacrifice for the sake of the city’s 
welfare, they point out that they are under 


obligations to their stockholders and deposit- 
ors as well to protect their interests. 


MUNICIPAL BOND SALES 


While the sales of municipal bonds during 
February reached no unusual total, the 
demand for this class of investment was 
very large. As a result of this increased 
demand a number of large issues were mar- 
keted on an interest basis of much less than 
4 per cent. The Financial and Commercial 
Chronicle’s records show that cities which 
not long ago were having trouble in floating 
4% and 5 per cent bonds are now selling 4 
per cents at good premiums. The bonds 
placed the last month by places located in 
the United States amounted to $17,449,117. 
In addition $30,661,000 . temporary loans 
were negotiated and $3,000,000 bonds sold 
by Porto Rico. The total is also exclusive 
of debentures placed by Canadian municipal- 
ities. These sales amounted in February to 
$2,676,720. 

The sales for the month embrace the fol- 
lowing large issues: $5,400,000 5s of San 
Francisco, Cal., sold on a basis of about 4.05 
per cent; $917,000 3s and $220,000 4s of 
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New York City sold to the sinking fund; 
$1,000,000 5s of the port of New Orleans, 
La., sold at a price slightly above par; 
$900,000 3%4s of the State of Rhode Island, 
$300,000 on a basis of about 3.474 per cent 
and $600,000 on a basis of about 3.467 per 
cent; $500,000 4s of Buffalo, N. Y., on a 
basis of about 3.63 per cent; $450,000 4s of 
Davenport, Iowa, $400,000 4s of St. Paul, 
Minn., on a basis of about 3.775 per cent, 
and $400,000 3.85s of Rye, N. Y., on a basis 
of about 3.84 per cent. 

The number of municipalities emitting 
bonds and the number of separate issues 
made during February, 1909, were 156 and 
200, respectively. This contrasts with 233 
and 318 for January, 1909, and with 162 and 
283 for February, 1908.

WANT CORPORATION BONDS 


The demand for the higher grades of cor- 
poration bonds grows steadily, the banks 
being good buyers at present in view of the 
congestion of funds. The market for muni- 
cipals is assuming a still larger proportion 
as tax return day, April 1, approaches. 


KOREAN INDUSTRIAL LOAN 


Consul John H. Snodgrass sends from the 
Kobe the following note in regard to a 
large European loan for the encouragement 
of industry in Korea: 

“The terms of the loan for the credit 
mobilier, limited, just negotiated in London 
and Paris, are given as follows: Total 
amount of loan, $10,000,000; rate of inter-

twenty-five years. The payment of the 
principal and interest is guaranteed by the 
government. Half the sum is to be raised 
in London and half in Paris. The money so 
raised is to be advanced to the Korean gov- 
ernment as required, and will be used in the 
development of industry.”

George E. Allen on Postal Banks

modated, it will be necessary to receive de- 
posits after regular banking hours and keep 
various sums over night. Will postmasters 
carry such money around in their pockets 
or will Uncle Sam purchase 31,000 suitable 
safes? My own suggestion would be to hire 
31,000 night watchmen with sufficient poli- 
tical influence and pugilistic inclination to 
make themselves felt at caucus and election 
times.”

Tri-State Convention, the Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific Exposition will be in progress at that

According to the report of Commissioner 
of Banking Zimmerman, the Michigan state 
banks on February 5 were in a flourishing 
condition. For the six months ending on 
that date the following increases were re- 
corded: Loans, discounts, mortgages and 
securities, $738,918; commercial .deposits 
$2,854,090; savings deposits, $3,233,906. 
For the entire year there has been an in- 
crease in loans, discounts etc., of $4,925,292, 
and in total deposits both commercial and 
Savings, of $9,240,630. The legal reserve of 
banks amounted to -$47,358,103. The cash 


reserve was $15,117,268. The value of bank- 
ing property is $5,137,857. Undivided profits 
are $4,013,858. 

Phiiadelphia’s banking interests are agi- 
tated over the proposed removal of its finan- 
cial district, growing out of the contest for 
a radical change in location of the stock 
exchange. 

For several weeks elaborate interior im- 
provements have been under way at the 
Wisconsin National, by which the various 
working departments are extended, and the 
entire banking room elaborately finished in 
marble with tile floors and artistic decora- 
tions. The bank is now one of the most 
commodious and elegant in finish in the 
Northwest. 


It is likely that the Bankers Trust Com- 
pany, of St. Louis, will increase its gross 
capitalization from $650,000 to $1,650,000. 
Some of the officers and directors have been 
discussing a plan to issue stock, at $200 per 
share, and in this manner. get $1,000,000. 
The company now has a capital of $500,000 
and a surplus of $150,000.

It owns stock in about seventy 
banks and trust companies at different 
points in the South and the West. The 
stocks which it owns have a book value of 
$1,110,000. It was organized six years ago 
at Fredericktown, Mo., as the Frederick- 
town Trust Company, with a capital of 
$125,000. The following years the capital 
was increased to $250,000. It was moved to 
St. Louis four years ago, when its title was 
changed to the Bankers Trust Company and 
its capital increased to $500,000. The com- 
pany has been earning sixteen per cent on 
its capital. Besides owning stock in coun-

try banks, which are managed independent- 
ly, it makes a feature of placing loans. 

Franklin MacVeagh, according to report, 
disposed of all his stock in the Commer- 
cial National, as well as the wholesale gro- 
cery business of which he is the founder, in 
order to accept the Treasury portfolio. 
Stock of the Commercial National has been 
in possession 9f the MacVeagh family for 
many years, 

The German-American State Bank of 
Seattle has filed incorporation papers, and 
purposes to open in the near future in the 
Central building. The bank will have a 
capital stock of $100,000 and the incorpor- 
ators include A. U. Heinzerling, E. P. Edsen, 
E. C. Klyce, W. A. Clark, R. Nordhoff, R. 8. 
Eskridge and William Jensen. 

Plans for the consolidation of the Home 
Savings Bank and the Bank of Los Angeles 
will be consummated soon. The business of 
the two institutions will be transferred to 
headquarters in the Alexandria Hotel build- 
ing. 

Pierre Jay, State Banking Commissioner, 
has given up his position to become vice- 
president of the Bank of the Manhattan 
Company at 40 Wall street, New York. Mr. 
Jay gave notice to Governor Draper of his 
intention to resign early in March. 

Edwin F, Mack formerly vice-president 
and John W. Thomas, formerly assistant 
cashier of the Royal Trust company, which 
was absorbed by the Central Trust Company 
of Chicago have been retained in the same 
capacity by the latter bank. George F. 
Brown, Jr., has also been retained as man- 
ager of the savings department, along with 
twenty employes of the former institution. 
The banking rooms of the Central Trust 
Company, which are considered the most 
beautiful in America, are commodious enough 
to care for the additional depositors, the 
Royal accounts being small and the num- 
ber large. 

The Mission Savings Bank, which was or- 
ganized in August, 1906, four months after 
the great fire, and is controlled by the Bank 
of California, has decided to erect a hand- 
some brick building on the northeast corner 
of Valencia and Sixteenth streets. With 
that object in view, the bank some time ago 
purchased a lot fronting 89 feet on Valencia 
street and 102 feet on Sixteenth, one of the 
best locations in the Mission. The corner 
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is an important transfer point and the center 
of much business activity. It is only half 
a block from the concrete building of the 
Mission Bank, a commercial institution 
which is also controlled by the Bank of 
California, and which has come forward 
very rapidly since its organization five or 
six years ago. 

The United States Mortgage and Trust 
Company of New York may be merged with 
the Guaranty Trust Company, if plans re- 
cently under consideration are carried’ to 
completion. The Mutual Life Insurance 
Company controlled the United States Mort- 
gage and Trust Company, and holds a large 
interest in the Guaranty Trust Company, 
though it has recently sold half of its hold- 
ings of this stock to E. H. Harriman and 
friends. Mr. Harriman has long been a di- 
rector of the Guaranty Trust Company, and 
held, it is understood, a substantial block 
of the stock of the company even before 
acquiring half of the Mutual Life Company’s 
holdings. 

The Consolidated National Bank of New 
York is now doing business as the National 
Reserve Bank. The assets of the Oriental 
Bank have been duly taken over and the 
institution is now operating under the new 
auspices. The bank occupies the old quarters 
of the Oriental Bank, where it will remain 
until ready to move into its future home in 
the City Investing Building. The bank has 
a capital of $1,200,000 and a surplus of 
$600,000. The officers are William 0. Alli- 
son, president; Erkine Hewitt, chairman of 
board; R. W. Jones, Jr., and T. J. Lewis, 
vice-presidents; George W. Adams, cashier; 
and R. B. Minis, assistant cashier. 


The Equitable Trust Company of New 
York has absorbed the Bowling Green Trust 
Company.. 

Sam P. Jones, president of the Com- 
mercial Bank and Trust Company, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., has been named by Governor Wil- 
son a member of the Kentucky Commission 
for the Alaska-Pacific-Yukon Exposition at 
Seattle, beginning in June. 


Lawrence O. Murray, Comptroller of the 
Currency, has appointed J. M. Logan, one 
of the National bank examiners in Texas, 
and Miller Weir of Jacksonville, Illinois, 
who has been seven years in the service, to 


be bank examiners at large. It is under- 
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stood that a fourth man will shortly be 
designated for this work. Edwin F. Rore- 
beck of Ohio was the first one named. The 
function of these examiners is to travel 
among the banks and look into the con- 
dition of doubtful institutions, remaining 
with them until they are able to restore 
their affairs to a satisfactory condition. The 
appointment of examiners at large for this 
purpose is one of the features of the reforms 
which were initiated by Comptroller Murray. 

The old Louisville, Ky., postoffice build- 
ing, which was erected in 1857 and used 
during the Civil War as a Government Bank, 
where sums of money were stored for pay- 
ing soldiers and purchasing supplies, is to be 
torn down, according to announcement, to 
make way for a new building. 

At a joint hearing in the Wisconsin Leg- 
islature upon banks and banking, it devel- 
oped that bankers and officers of trust com- 
panies of the State have compromised 
whereby the trust companies will discon- 
tinue certain phases of banking which the 
bankers say have been infringing upon their 
rights. The principal concession of the 
trust companies was to agree to receive only 
time deposits payable at some future date, 
to be designated, and that they would under 
no circumstances receive deposits subject to 
check or demand. 


F. Lownhaupt has prepared a book upon 
“Investment Bonds, Their Issue and Their 
Place in Finance.” It has been published 
by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York. The 
book is especially prepared for students, in- 
vestors and practical financiers. 

The First National Bank of Cleveland, 
Ohio, recently moved into its new building, 
designed exclusively for its own needs. The 
bank’s new home is on Euclid avenue and 
adjoins its former quarters. The exterior of 
the building is of Milford granite, adorned 
with four massive columns. The various de- 
partments of the institution are well cared 
for in the new quarters. 

The total profits received by trust com- 
panies of New Jersey during the year 1908 
amounted to $9,555,619, an increase of $541,- 
193. The total expenses for the year were 
$2,666,244, an increase of $7,562. Interest 
paid to and credited depositors amounted to 
$3,481,790, an increase of $45,710. Divi- 
dends declared to stockholders aggregated 
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$1,725,250, an increase of $7,853. The num- 
ber of depositors at the date of the report 
was 322,716, an increase of 14,787. The 
total deposits of the State banks show a 
net gain of $1,255,849. The Commissioner 
of Banking says that this compares very 
favorably with a decrease of $754,184 in 
the previous year. The same can be said 
of the increase of $1,270,204 in total re- 
sources, as contrasted with a reduction of 
$736,263 in 1907. There are eleven individ- 
ual, or private bankers authorized under the 
act of 1895. 


Just $2,000,000 in deposits for the first 
day of its history is the record of the 
Trinity National Bank of Dallas, Tex. It 
is also a new record for Texas, for it exceeds 
by $400,000 the deposits for the first day of 
any banking institution in the history of the 
State. 

Emil W. Pfeiffer, formerly County Com- 
missioner of Teller County, and well known 
among the Colorado bankers, has been ap- 
pointed State Bank Commissioner, to fill 
the vacancy caused by the retirement of Mr. 
Beatty from that office. When Teller Coun- 
ty was organized, being a detached portion 
of El Paso, Governor Thomas appointed Mr. 
Pfeiffer as a County Commissioner and he 
was twice elected to that position. 


There are 1,048 banks and trust companies 
in Missouri receiving deposits. 


It is said that Minnesota banks pay about 


21 per cent of the personal taxes of that 
state. 


The rule of the Los Angeles Clearing 
House Association requiring that all banks 
doing business through members of the clear- 
ing house must have a paid-up capital of at 
least $200,000 has effected the consoliaation 
of so many of the smaller concerns that only 
three remain outside. 


Banking circles in St. Louis were treated 
to a genuine surprise when the announce- 
ment was made that the Central National 
at Seventh and Locust streets, organized by 
Hamilton A. Forman, December 12, 1906, had 
changed control and president. H. P. Hilliard, 
vice-president of the Mechanics-American 
National, bought the stock of Mr. Forman 


in the Central National and succeeded Mr. 
Forman as president. Mr. Forman was one 


of the two largest stockholders in the bank, 
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and held 776 shares according to the last 
assessment record. 

The bank deposit guaranty bill was pass- 
ed by both branches of the Kansas legisla- 
ture March 3. The bill has been signed by 
the Governor and becomes a law June 30 
next. The new law permits the guaranty 
of savings deposits not subject to check up 
to $100, and the guaranty of time certifi- 
cates of deposit bearing not more than 3 
per cent interest without regard to the 
amount of the certificate. 

Frederick W. Hayes, the organizer and 
first secretary of the Michigan State Bank- 
ers Association, and one of the active men 
in the organization of the Detroit Clearing 


House Association, died early last month. 
Mr. Hayes took a hand in drafting the first 


comprehensive banking laws of the state, 
and in the early eighties was cashier of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers National.

THE 
Duties xo LiabilitiesorBank Directors 


By EDGAR G. ALCORN 
TO BANK DIRECTORS: 


Through recent bank failures directors have lost heavily. Some indeed have been financially 
ruined. In the majority of cases the directors were guilty of no wrong, but through their ignorance 
of the law unintentionally neglected some of the duties devolving upon them. 

There is now a stronger disposition than ever to fasten the responsibility of bank management upon 
the directors. The Comptroller of the Currency recently issued instructions to bank examiners that 
hereafter when an examination of a bank was made, a meeting of ‘the directors should be immediately 
called, and each director closely questioned as to his knowledge of the banking laws, his duties and 
obligations as a director, and the actual condition of the bank in all its details. The banking depart- 
ments of the several states are said to be contemplating similar action. 

How is it with you? Do you know what your duties really are? The extent of your obligations 
and responsibilities, if Known, would astonish you. [gnorance of the law will not excuse you, or relieve 
you from any liability. If only for your own personal protection, you should be more thoroughly 
informed as to these matters. ‘ 

“The Duties and Liabilities of Bank Directors” is a book which clearly, concisely, and accurately 
defines the duties of bank directors, and shows to what extent and under what conditions they are 
liable for the losses sustained by a bank through mismanagement or dishonesty of employees.
